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Not a chance 

Donald Trump got 
more bad news before 
making his announce- 
ment Monday that 
he wouldn’t run for 
president. 

A survey from Politico 
and George Washington 
University indicated 
more than two-thirds 
of Americans think the 
business mogul has “no 
chance” of ever winning 
the White House. 

The poll, out Monday, 
showed 71 percent think 
a Trump candidacy is a 
non-starter while only 
26 percent think there 
is a chance the real- 
ity TV star could beat 
President Obama. 

Those numbers follow 
a similarly-poor show- 
ing for Trump in a CNN/ 
Opinion Research Corp. 
poll released last week. 
That survey showed 
Trump had an 
unfavorable rating of 
64 percent and would 
lose to Obama by 22 
points in a general elec- 
tion matchup. 

The Politico/GWU poll 
surveyed 1,000 likely 
voters from May 8-12 
and carries a sampling 
error of plus or minus 
3 percentage points, cnn

THE DONALD OPTS 
TO DUCK OUT OF

BOSTON Billionaire real estate magnate and TV 
personality Donald Trump said Monday that he 
will not run for the White House in 2012, thin- 
ning the field of potential Republican candi- 
dates. 

The host of NBC’s “Celebrity Apprentice” 
said his decision followed “considerable deliber- 
ation and reflection” after weeks of an unofficial 
campaign. 

“I maintain the strong conviction that if I 
were to run, I would be able to win the primary 
and ultimately the general election,” Trump said 
in a statement, adding that he is “not ready to 


leave the private sector.” 

Trump is one of a number of prominent Re- 
publicans who have been mulling a run for their 
party’s nomination to run against President 
Obama. 

But Trump, who made the issue of Obama’s 
place of birth a major platform of his would- 
be campaign, has slipped badly in sur- 
veys taken since the president released his 
long-form birth certificate, confirming he was 
born in the U.S. 

Trump’s support for the Republican nomi- 
nation fell from 26 percent in April to just 
8 percent in early May in surveys done by Public 


Policy Polling. 

Speaking in New Hampshire last week, 
Trump expressed surprise at the public pummel- 
ing he has received since launching his potential 
candidacy 

Trump also suggested he will stay involved in 
Republican efforts to unseat Obama in 2012. 

“I look forward to supporting the candidate 
who is the most qualified to help us tackle our 
country’s most important issues ... and be the 
agent of change that this country so desperately 
needs,” Trump said in his statement. 

“I will continue to voice my opinions loudly 
and help to shape our politicians’ thoughts.” 


RNC chairman on 
T rump: It’s his choice

Self-defense 
on the CTA 

It’s not unusual to hear a chorus at Grace 
Episcopal Church in Oak Park. It is 
unusual for the chants to be “No” and 
“Stop.” 

The church on Saturday hosted a free 
self-defense seminar run by the Guardian 
Angels, a volunteer group that patrols 
CTA buses and trains. 

Twenty women attended the hour- 
and-a-half-long class, held in response to 
recent crime near the Green Line in Oak 
Park. Five women were attacked and 
robbed at night between March 30 and 
April 28, according to Oak Park police. 

The women were attacked in secluded 
areas near Lake Street between Austin 
Boulevard and Oak Park Avenue. None 
of the victims was seriously injured, 
police said. 

The Guardian Angels began patrol- 
ling the Green Line last month after the 
attacks, offering female riders escorts 
from the train. The Angels held the class 
Saturday after hearing interest from the 
women they escorted. 

The Angels showed participants how 
to hit the bridge of their attackers’ nose 
with a closed fist, slap their ears, dig 
fingers into their throats and knee the 
inside of their thighs. 

Guardian Angels Chicago chapter 
leader Mike Fuentes said he’d like to hold similar seminars in the city 
if local businesses and organizations would supply the space. 

Fuentes recommends female CTA riders avoid using electronic 
equipment and traveling alone at night in addition to learning defense 
tactics. 

Betsy Torres, a frequent Green Line commuter, said she rarely rides 
the train late at night. The 32-year-old Oak Park resident said she took 
the self-defense seminar because sometimes she walks her Schnauzer- 
poodle mix after dark. 

“He’s 16 pounds. He’s not going to do anything to anyone,” Torres 
said. 

Blue Line rider Memari Gibson, 21, said she hopes she’ll never have 
to use the techniques she learned in the class. Gibson, of Forest Park, 
said when she occasionally rides the train late at night, she turns off 
her iPod. 

“I’m really aware of what’s going on around me,” she said.

weeks now He scored 55 percent in a con- 
vincing win Feb. 22, allowing him to skip an 
April 5 runoff and giving him extra time to 
start the transition. 

After delivering his speech, Emanuel made 
his way to City Hall with his family During 
the campaign and nearly three-month transi- 
tion, Emanuel refrained from visiting Daley’s 
fifth-floor office, wanting to walk through the 
doors only after he was officially in charge.

Daley took the desk he used, which be- 
longed to his father, the late Mayor Richard J. 

Emanuel retrieved 
the desk of Mayor Anton Cermak, who was 
killed in Miami by an assassin’s bullet intend- 
ed for President-elect Franklin D. Roosevelt 
in 1933. The desk has been stationed in the 
corporation counsel’s office. 

A letter from Daley awaited in the top 
drawer.

said. ‘An optimistic city a city of immigrants, 
a city that is always ready for change and dealt 
with honestly” 

Sitting behind his desk, Emanuel signed six 
executive orders as some of the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools students featured in his inaugura- 
tion looked on. His own children— Zacharia, 
liana and Leah— stood to the side while their 
father conducted his first official act as mayor. 

One of the orders bans any city employee 
who leaves his administration from lobby- 
ing City Hall for two years. The directive ex- 
empts people hired under Daley who leave by 
Nov 1 6. 

Another order prohibits city lobbyists 
from contributing to the mayor’s campaign 


fund. A third attempts to “protect” city em- 
ployees from being pressured to give gifts 
to supervisors. Exceptions: Birthday cakes, 
individual presents worth no more than $10 
and group gift solicitations limited to $20 per 
person. City employees also would be banned 
from making campaign contributions to the 
mayor. 

The three other orders Emanuel signed 
continue rules already in effect under Daley 
including a ban on city contractors donating 
to the mayor’s campaign fund. 

“I pledged in the campaign to change our 
direction,” Emanuel said. “Part of that is 
building trust in the public and in public of- 
fice.”

Rahm Emanuel took control of City Hall on 
Monday, calling for change and challenging 
Chicagoans to share in the work— and the 
pain— that lies ahead. 

On a crisp morning in picturesque Mil- 
lennium Park, a landmark achievement of 
Richard M. Daley the city’s first new mayor 
in 22 years began his inaugural address paying 
tribute to his predecessor. But after praising 
Daley, Emanuel buried him. Not by name, 
of course— Daley was sitting on stage listen- 
ing— but by listing all the major problems 
he’ll need to fix. 

“For all the parents who deserve a school 
system that expects every student to earn a 
diploma; for all the neighbors who deserve 
to walk home on safer streets; for all the tax- 
payers who deserve a city government that is 
more effective and costs less; and for all the 
people in the hardest-working city in America 
who deserve a strong economy so they can 
find jobs or create jobs — this is your day” 
Emanuel said. 

Emanuel read the biggest speech of his ca- 
reer off a teleprompter to a crowd his aides es- 
timated at 7,500 people. It lasted 23 minutes. 
For perhaps the final time, Emanuel could 
talk in broad terms about how bad things 
are in city government before he’s faced with 
diving in and saying specifically what he’ll do 
about it. 

Chicago’s 46th mayor attempted to erase 
some of the shortcomings of the Daley era on 
his first day 

Politically, Emanuel tried to burnish his im- 
age as a reformer by signing a half-dozen exec- 
utive orders dealing with government ethics 
at a City Hall that during Daley’s tenure was 
tainted by corruption and insider deals. 

Physically, Daley’s name already has been 
scraped off City Hall doors where it had been 
displayed for two decades. 

In repeated nods to his larger national au- 
dience, Emanuel thanked his old boss Presi- 
dent Obama, who “understood why I wanted 
to come home to get our city moving again.” 
The former White House chief of staff also 
borrowed the president’s campaign slogan, 
saying “Chicago is the city of ‘yes, we can.’ ” 

If the speech felt somewhat anticlimactic, 
that might be because Emanuel has been out 
front, seemingly functioning as mayor, for

Renter’s time in 
mayor’s place 
almost over

On the day Rahm Emanuel ascended to Chi- 
cago’s mayoral throne, another man went to 
bed knowing it was he who’d awake in the 
king’s castle. 

Rob Halpin, aka “Rahm’s renter,” still lives 
in the Ravenswood home he refused to relin- 
quish to Emanuel last 
fall, but he doesn’t plan 
to be there for much 
longer. His lease is up 
at the end of June. 

“We’re looking at 
some places to move,” 

Halpin said Monday 
afternoon, hours after 
Emanuel was sworn in 
as mayor. “We will be moving.” 

Halpin said inauguration day for him was 
like any other day, consumed largely with 
meetings related to his work as an industrial 
real estate developer. But he found time to 
talk about the legal challenges against Eman- 
uel’s residency that were based on his lease, as 
well as the Illinois Supreme Court ruling that 
went in Emanuel’s favor and Halpin’s own 
brief mayoral candidacy 

Emanuel’s campaign spent roughly 
$800,000 defending itself against lawsuits 
over the residency issue, according to finance 
reports filed with the Illinois State Board of 
Elections. With its house unavailable, Chica- 
go’s new first family has been living in a rented 
condominium on Milwaukee Avenue. 

“I do not have any regrets. ... If I had to 
do it over again, I don’t think there are very 
many things I would change,” the 59 -year-old 
Halpin said. “I learned more about the city 
its politicians, its media and a little bit more 
about myself by doing it.”

Blago lawyer: What 
does ‘F ’em’ mean? 

Ex-governor’s attorney says colorful language is Vague’

Rod Blagojevich’s legal fate may be up in 
the air, but witnesses at his corruption re- 
trial testified Monday that he was at least 
guilty of inartfully talking about govern- 
ment action and political fundraising in 
the same breath. 

Lobbyist John Wyma, a former Blago- 
jevich friend and fundraiser, testified 
about a chat he had with the then-gover- 
nor in October 2008 about one ofWyma’s 
clients, Children’s Memorial Hospital. 

Blagojevich first said he planned to ap- 
prove a $10 million rate increase for pedi- 
atric specialists at Children’s and “in the 
same sentence” added that he planned to 
hit up hospital CEO Patrick Magoon for 
$50,000 in fundraising help, Wyma said. 

Two days earlier, Wyma said, Blagojev- 


ich had done the same thing when talking 
about a progressive plan for tollway con- 
struction that would start with $1.8 billion 
in funding and possibly lead to an almost 
$6 billion second phase. 

In the same sentence, Wyma testified, 
Blagojevich had declared a roadbuild- 
ers representative should be asked for 
$500,000 in campaign money and if the 
group “didn’t perform, F ’em.” 

Blagojevich’s reputed habit of talking 
about raising money while discussing his 
official duties was highlighted as prosecu- 
tors gave their narrative of how he alleg- 
edly tried to sell a U.S. Senate seat and de- 
tailed a string of other alleged shakedowns 
by the former governor when he still was 
in office in 2008. 

The Blagojevich defense was left to try 


to parse some of its client’s alleged state- 
ments. At one point, as attorney Sheldon 
Sorosky attempted to punch holes in Wy- 
ma’s testimony, he tried to suggest other 
possible meanings for one of Blagojevich’s 
oft-repeated profanities. 

“ Tf they don’t perform, F ’em’ is dif- 
ferent from T won’t do the program?’ ” 
Sorosky asked, referring to Wyma’s rec- 
ollection of Blagojevich’s alleged attempt 
to link fundraising and the tollway expan- 
sion. 

U.S. District Judge James Zagel chided 
the lawyer for being argumentative. But 
Sorosky continued, “Would you agree 
that F ’em is vague?” eliciting another ob- 
jection from prosecutors that Zagel sus- 
tained. 

“Beyond his expertise,” the judge said.

There’s no place like a Chicago bar 
to inspire a pop culture favorite

You won’t find a Tin Man Tavern or Yellow Brick Bar in your neighborhood, but 

Dorothy and the “Wizard of Oz” gang’s adven- 
tures in the Emerald City are a little more con- 
nected to Chicago than you might have guessed. 

This week, the Chicago History Museum hosts 
a sold-out bar crawl themed around L. Frank 
Baum’s “The Wonderful Wizard of Oz,” a book 
conceived and created in Chicago. Public pro- 
grams manager Liz Garibay organized the We’re 
Off to See the Pubs tour, and she says that even 
though Baum made the Emerald City famous, it 
was his job writing for the Chicago Evening Post and reporting about the White 
City of Chicago’s World’s Fair that inspired it. “When Frank saw the reflection of 
the landscape on the buildings, he saw the Emerald City” Garibay said. 

The tavern tour doesn’t stop at spots that directly inspired the events in the 
book, but rather to places that can serve as steppingstones to discussions of 
Baum’s vision, as well as the history of the venues themselves. One stop on the 
tour, The Emerald Loop (216 N. Wabash Ave. 312-263-0200), serves as the entry 
point for the discussion of the Emerald City But the majority of “Oz” springs 
from Baum’s own personality “Em taken aback by how much the story is really 
a biography of his life,” Garibay said. “Y)u’d never think that this goofy tale is 
his life. The four main characters — the Scarecrow, Tin Man, Cowardly Lion and 
Dorothy— are all sort of aspects of who he was.” 

This got us thinking: What other choice pieces of popular culture have been 
directly inspired by Chicago drinking establishments? Here’s a small sampling.
